T he banking house of Henry Clews 
<Sc Co , of W a ll street, New York, con­ 
cludes its la» t weekly financial review 
as follows: 
“ The m arke t as a whole is shap ing 
for a broader ana more active move­ 
ment. 
Much realizing has undoubted­ 
ly taken p lace, but the situation has 
been streng thened ra th e r than oth e r ­ 
wise by the test of bear attacks. 
Lon­ 
don is slowly but surely chang ing its 
attitude towards American stocks: and 
the p romotion of international g ood 
will, as well a- imp roved economic and 
p olitical conditions, is likely to lead to 
much larg e r investments than h ith e r ­ 
to. 
It may be arg ued with a very 
p rop er deg ree of self satisfaction th a t 
we are indep endent of foreig n buyers 
and can carry our stocks ourselves, 
this sounds well, and is an a dva n ta g ­ 
eous exhibition of financial streng th: 
yet, if foreig ners will buy our invest­ 
ments on a 3i to 4 p er cent basis, it 1» 
certainly to our interest to let them g o 
an i g ive our banker» the op p ortunity 
of encourag ing new enterp rises th a t 
will bring much larg er returns, be­ 
sides 
g iving 
added emp loyment to 
American labor and larg er activity to 
g eneral business. 
“ The home p olitical situation is more 
satisfactory than usual. 
T he assem­ 
bling of Cong ress next winter will be 
welcomed ra th e r than dreaded. 
Old 
disturbing issues are dead, and the 
p assag e of a sound money bill throug h 
both the House and the Senate is as c e r­ 
tain as any furture « vent can be. 
This 
will have ao imp ortant effect. abroad. 
T he re m a rkable p eace manifesto of the 
Czar should have a g ood influence. 
Thoug h ideal and not likely to accom­ 
p lish what it p rop oses, it is a starting 
p oint in the rig ht direction. 
Russia is 
not as strong a» she ap p ears, nor is -he 
at ail p rep ared for war: but it would 
be unjust aud ung enerous not to credit 
the Czar with a noble resolve to avert 
what has threatened to be the most 
serious conflict of the century.

States in the war with Sp ain, the in ­ 
centive of which was hum an ity’s sake. 
The Czar now advocates p eace for the 
sake of humanity, believing th at a 
p eace combination of the g re at nations 
will be forcible enoug h to p revent 
g reat wars in the future and thus c a r ­ 
ry out A m eric a’s p olicy of settling dis­ 
p utes throug h arbitration instead of by 
the » word. 
T h ere is no disg uising the 
fact th a t Europ ean nations have been 
made to op en their eyes to the elTect of 
modern weap ons and the g re at skill 
and science disp layed in our recent war 
with Sp ain, which has lessened confi­ 
dence in their own war defenses. T here 
nas been no record at ail com p arable 
with our two g re at naval 
conflicts 
which throug h up -to-date imp lements

-ailors to destroy the Sp anish

Sing ing is ap p lied to birds in the 
same sense that it is to human being s— 
the utterance of musical notes. 
Every 
jn-rseu makes vocal 
sounds of some 
kind, but many p ersons never attemp t 
to sing . So it is with birds. 
The eag le 
scr*-ams. the owl hoots, the wild g oose 
honks, the crow caws, but noue of tle-.-e 
discordant sounds can be called sing ing . 
With the p oet the sing ing of birds 
moans merrv, lig ht hearted joyousuoss. 
and most of us arc p oetic enoug h to 
view it in the same way. 
Birds sing 
most in the sp ring and the early sum 
liar, those hap p iest seasons of the year, 
whih emp loyed 111 nest building and 111 
rearing their young . 
Many of our most 
musical sing ers are silent all the rest of 
tiu 
year: at least they utter only low 
chirp ing s. 
It is natural, therefore, that 
lover» of birds should reg ard tln ir sing 
ing as p urely an exp ression of joy in 
the returning sp ring and in their hap ­ 
p y occup ations. 
Outside of what are p rop erly classed 
as sung birds there are many sp ecie» 
that never p retend to sing — in fact, 
tb > 
far outnumber 
the 
musicians 
They include the water birds of every 
kind, both swimmers and waders; all 
the birds of p rey, eag les, hawks, owl 
and vultures, and ail the g allinaceous 
tribes,comp rising p heasants, p artridg es, 
turkeys and chickens. 
The g obble ol 
the turkey cock, the defiant crow of tin 
rooster and even the musical call of tht 
“ bobwhite” are none of 
them true 
sing ing , yet it 
quite p robable that ail 
of these sounds are uttered with p re 
ciselv similar motives to those that in 
sp ire the sweet warbling of tlie song 
sp arrow, the clear whistle of the robin 
or the thrilling music of the wood 
thrush. 
But naturalists have set ap art a very 
larg e g roup ) as song birds, and even 
among these there arc many sp ecies 
that never sing at ail. Birds are g roup 
ed according to their anatomical char 
act tiMios, the structure < f their boues. 
bills, fe( t and wing s. 
And thus we 
have the song less song birds, looking at 
the matter from the standp oint of De­ 
classifying naturalist.
